Harrison Memorial Hos¬ 
pital (HMH) was recognized 
and honored with the 2014 
Kentucky Hospital Associa¬ 
tion (KHA) Quality Award. 
The award is presented to 
recognize hospital leader¬ 
ship and innovation in qual¬ 
ity, safety and commitment 
in patient care.

admissions.

Howdy Folks! Because 
of the Memorial Day Holiday, 
this article is being written 
the week before in order 
for the gals at the Bracken 
County News Office to have a 
day off! We appreciate their 
hard work and dedication to 
reporting Bracken County 
news on a weekly basis and 
hope that they enjoy their 
short break! 

While Bracken County 
will not be having a Tire 
Amnesty for another two 
years, counties close to us 
will host theirs. May 29, 30 
& 31 are the dates for the 
Kenton County Amnesty; 
Boone County’s Amnesty is 
June 12, 13 & 14; Pendleton 
County will be accepting tires 
on June 19,20 & 21 and Grant 
County’s Amnesty is June 
26, 27 & 28. Any Kentucky 
resident can participate in any 
state sponsored tire amnesty 
with the exception of tire 
retailers and dealers. 

A recent question about 
used motor oil sent us 
on a telephone excursion 
to find some outlets for 
this product. In Mason 
County we contacted the 
following businesses with 
our questions. Advance 
Auto Parts does accept used 
motor oil for recycling and 
generally speaking there is 
no limit to the amount that 
you can bring in and none of 
the companies want water in 
the oil. Auto Zone accepts 
used oil but has a limit of 
five gallons per customer 
per day. Hauke’s Auto Care 
LLC uses the motor oil as 
fuel for their furnace and 
accepts any amount although 
the gentleman told us that 
his storage tank has a 2,000 
gallon capacity! We don’t 
think he has to worry about 
receiving too much oil from 
any one individual! The 
Mason County Recycling 
Center accepts the used oil 
because they also use it for 
heating fuel, but they were 
the only company that did 
not accept synthetic oil. 


Synthetic oil bums slower 
and causes their furnace to 
‘gum up’. O’Reilly Auto 
Parts accepts the oil, but they 
require the customer to sign a 
paper that they did bring oil 
in for recycling. We are sure 
there are other companies in 
Mason County accepting used 
oil, so if you normally deal 
with a particular company, 
give them a call to find out 
their policy on used oil. 

In Bracken County we 
contacted Cummins’ Auto 
Center near Western Hills, 
Bice Pro Stop in Bladeston 
and Morris Chevron Service 
in Augusta and each of 
these businesses will accept 
the clean, used motor oil, 
preferably in five gallon 
buckets. Morris’ also have 
a separate storage tank 
to accept used antifreeze. 
Again, we are sure there are 
other companies in the county 
that accept this product, and 
if you know of others, please 
let us know as this is very 
useful information! 

Several folks have called 
wanting to know when the roll¬ 
offs will be back in the county. 
Grant dollars fund these 
and Mrs. Donna Rath has 
once again applied, but will 
not know the outcome until 
late July. Until then, if you 
have large items, especially 
upholstered furniture and 
bedding, please take them 
to the landfill as these items 
must be encased in plastic for 
Rumpke disposal. One caller 
stated that she would probably 
burn a mattress, but it is illegal 
to burn such items in Kentucky. 
Illegal burning can result in 
fines of up to $25,000 per day 
because burning garbage emits 
dangerous pollutants into the 
atmosphere that are harmful 
to public health. Granted, we 
don’t know what’s in the air 
that we currently breathe, but 
we don’t need to add any more 
toxins! As always, we urge you 
to RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful! Be 
seein’ you - Bin & Bug.

KY Labor Cabinet to 
All Employers: We 
Provide Required 
Posters for Free 

Private companies are 
charging for posters that 
are available for free from 
the Kentucky Labor Cabinet 

The Kentucky Labor 
Cabinet reminds all employ¬ 
ers in the Commonwealth 
that required labor law post¬ 
ers are available for free at its 
website, www.labor.ky.gov. 
Private companies are send¬ 
ing notices that offer to sell 
these posters to businesses. 

“Business owners in 
Kentucky need to know that 
they can get these posters 
at no cost by going to our 


website,” said Kentucky La¬ 
bor Cabinet Secretary Larry 
Roberts. “They don’t have 
to buy them from third par¬ 
ty sources. These required 
posters are available on our 
website so that anyone can 
download them for free.” 

Employers failing to post 
required posters may be sub¬ 
ject to citations and penalties, 
but letters sent to Kentucky 
businesses have threatened 
civil and criminal penalties 
up to $17,000 if they do not 
display certain posters be¬ 
ing sold. Some employers 
may be misled into believing 
that these notices are official 
government warnings. While 
certain posters are required 
by law to be posted in the 
workplace, the Kentucky La¬ 
bor Cabinet, as well as other 
Kentucky agencies and the 
U.S. Department of Labor, 
provides these posters free of 
charge. 

“My office investigates 
and takes action to halt mis¬ 
leading and deceptive ad¬ 
vertising practices,” said 
Kentucky Attorney General 
Jack Conway. “I want to en¬ 
sure that employers don’t fall 
victim to false and misguid¬ 
ed information. If business 
owners receive a notice from 
a private company requesting 
payment for these posters, I 
encourage them to contact 


my Office of Consumer Pro¬ 
tection at 1-888-432-9257.” 

The Labor Cabinet pro¬ 
vides required posters for 
child labor laws, wage dis¬ 
crimination because of sex, 
wage and hour laws, and 
safety and health on the job 
guidelines. The Labor Cabi¬ 
net also provides these post¬ 
ers in Spanish. 

In addition to the Labor 
Cabinet posters, there are 
also two other mandatory 
posters for employers with¬ 
in the Commonwealth. The 
Kentucky equal employment 
opportunity poster is provid¬ 
ed courtesy of the Commis¬ 
sion of Human Rights, and 
the unemployment insurance 
benefits poster is provided 
by the Office of Employment 
and Training. Links to those 
posters are also available on 
the Labor Cabinet’s website, 
WWW. labor.ky. gov. 

There may be Federal 
posters certain companies 
are required to post. Please 
check the U.S. Dept, of La¬ 
bor website here for those 
posters that may apply.

Beware of utility scam 
affecting Blue Grass 
Energy Members 

A prepaid debit card 
scam is currently circulating 
our area targeting members 
of Blue Grass Energy. 

“The perpetrator calls 
members posing as an em¬ 
ployee of Blue Gras Energy. 
They inform the member they 
are late on their electric bill, 
and their service will be dis¬ 
connected if not paid imme¬ 
diately. The caller instructs 
the member to purchase a 
prepaid debit card then call 
back providing the numbers 
from the card to pay the bill. 
Once the caller has this in¬ 
formation, they are untrace- 
able and have access to the 
money,” said Denise Myers, 
Energy Solutions Manager. 

It is important to note 
that the perpetrators have 
falsified their caller ID to 
refiect Blue Grass Energy’s 
company name. 

In brief, here’s what you 
need to know: 

• Blue Grass Energy will 
never require you to pay with 
a prepaid debit card. You may 
but it is never required. 

• Watch for high-pres¬ 
sure tactics, such as a sud¬ 
den threat to disconnect your 
service unless you make an 
immediate payment. Blue 
Grass Energy will make mul¬ 
tiple contacts about an over¬ 
due bill before issuing a final 
written notice. 

• If you are suspicious, 
contact Blue Grass Energy at 
888-546-4243. DO NOT use 
the fake number that appears 
on your caller ID. Report the 
scam attempt to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police at 1-800- 
222-5555. 


Little League: Base 
Hits, not Bruises 

As sure as its fiowers, 
May treats us to the crack of 
the bat and the sprint to steal 
second. Little League’s sheer 
fun delivers moments our 
kids and their parents will 
forever treasure. 

All the more reason to 
ensure it’s a safe experi¬ 
ence. In fact, injuries like 
sore shoulders and sprained 
ankles are avoidable with a 
few precautions. 

“What’s important to 
keep in mind at this age is 
open and honest communi¬ 
cation between the player 
and the supervising adults 
(coaches and parents), “ob¬ 
serves Dr. Mark McGinnis, 
orthopedic surgeon at Ow¬ 
ensboro Health Orthopedics. 
“The child should be able to 
express symptoms of fatigue 
or pain without feeling pres¬ 
sured to stay in the game or 
‘fight through it.’” 

Some helpful reminders: 

Stick to guidelines for 
using pitchers. Shoulder and 
elbow injuries are common 
results of too much pitching. 
Dr. McGinnis stresses that 
“there are now clear guide¬ 
lines for pitch counts, rest 
periods and even age recom¬ 
mendations for the types of 
pitches thrown.” A player 
“should not pitch on con¬ 
secutive days even if it is for 
two different teams with dif¬ 
ferent coaches.” Consult the 
American Sports Medicine 
Institute’s website, www. 
amsi.org, for age-specific 
pitch count limits. 

Equipment. Properly 
fitting batting helmets are a 
must—at bat, on the bases, 
and waiting to bat. Catchers 
should always wear helmets, 
throat guards, facemasks and 
full chest protectors. 

Breakaway bases. When 
a player slides into a station¬ 
ary base, the odds of ankle, 
foot and lower-leg injuries 
increase. Physicians recom¬ 
mend “breakaway bases” 
that snap on to an implanted 
rubber mat. These can break 
off when met by a sliding 
runner, limiting possible in¬ 
juries. 


AIS announces new 
eligibility requirement 
for KY State-Funded 
Preschool 

As a result of House Bill 
235, changes were made to 
the Kentucky State-Funded 
Preschool Program. A new 
minimum age requirement 
for state-funded preschool 
students requires an August 
1st birthday instead of Octo¬ 
ber 1st birthday and will take 
effect July 15, 2014. 

If your student is eligible 
and enrolled in preschool by 
July 15th, 2014, he/she is eli¬ 
gible to attend preschool this 
year. All other children turn¬ 
ing four (4) after August 1st 
will not be eligible to enroll 
for preschool in the 2014-15 
school year. 

Existing practices re¬ 
garding incoming three-year 
olds will not change. 

If you have a child turn¬ 
ing four (4) on or before Au¬ 
gust 1st, 2014 and you are 
interested in them attending 
preschool this school year, 
please contact the board of¬ 
fice at 606-756-2545 before 
July 15th, 2014. If you have

Members of the S.T.O.P. Regional Youth Coalition 
from Augusta Independent High School launched “Stick¬ 
er Shock” - a campaign targeting parents and other adults 
reminding them not to provide alcohol to underage youth. 
On April 23, 2014 the students, accompanied by staff of 
the Regional Prevention Center of Comprehend, Inc., 
visited local establishments that sell alcohol and placed 
brightly colored stickers onto actual packages of alco¬ 
hol. The stickers featured information on the legal con¬ 
sequences of providing alcohol to minors.

The 
201 Plan is a very in depth 
document, but ignored by the 
current administrations.

One 
erroneous fact is a great num¬ 
ber of septic systems are in 
the flood plain in the Augusta 
area. NOT so, a large number 
is located in the Wellsburg 
area. Another erroneous fact 
stated by the gentleman from 
the Kentucky Assoc, of Coun¬ 
ties outlining the creation of 
the ARSA. He said, “at least 
we are not going to be dig¬ 
ging up water, gas lines, or 
blacktop. We will be dealing 
with fresh ground.” His rec¬ 
ommendation was BASED 
on information given to him 
from here. 

This information is on 
record. Has anyone noticed 
it’s a mile and a half from 
the existing old plant to the 
proposed new site on Second 
Street? 

You know what they say: 
“Location, Location, Loca¬ 
tion Not centralized, Not cost 
effective going through busy 
utility filled 2nd Street. We 
need to hurry to save money. 
HA!

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



With memories of the 
long winter now starting to 
fade and the Memorial Day 
weekend behind us, the time 
has come to begin planning 
for summer. 

There certainly is no 
shortage of activities nearby 
or across the state, and their 
popularity can be seen in the 
bottom line. According to an 
annual study released earlier 
this month, Kentucky’s tour¬ 
ism and travel industry was 
responsible for $12.5 billion 
in direct and indirect spend¬ 
ing in 2013, which was a 2.6 
percent increase over 2012. 
Overall, these businesses em¬ 
ploy nearly 176,000 people. 

Some of the Kentucky’s 
key assets, of course, are our 
state resort parks, which are 
part of a system that features 
49 overall. Money is limited 
in the upcoming two-year 
budget, but I’m proud that the 
General Assembly was able 
to set aside $2 million extra 
for park improvements. 

For those wanting to 
take in more of the outdoors, 
Kentucky also has close to 
900,000 acres of national 
forests, more than 50 lakes 
open for boating or fishing 
and 12,000 miles of trails. 

For those wanting to 
travel around the state, mean¬ 
while, there are several mile¬ 
stone events being celebrated 
this year. 

In southeastern Ken¬ 
tucky, for example, descen¬ 
dants of Daniel Boone’s 
family will join with many 
others next month to re-enact 
that pioneer’s early work to 
make the Cumberland Gap 
more accessible to settlers 
nearly 240 years ago. 

Both the Belle of Lou¬ 
isville and the Governor’s 
Mansion turn 100 this year. 
The Belle is the world’s old¬ 
est Mississippi-style steam¬ 
boat still in operation, and the 
mansion is one of just a hand¬ 
ful of executive residences 
across the country featuring 
public tours. Its predeces¬ 
sor, located less than two 
miles away, is worth visiting 
as well, since it pre-dates the 
opening of the White House. 

Kentucky has also gar¬ 
nered a lot of attention for its 
outdoor theaters. The Pio¬ 
neer Playhouse in Danville 
turns 65 this year, and two 


of its famous alumni include 
actors Lee Majors and John 
Travolta, who appeared there 
when he was 15. 

The Kentucky Shake¬ 
speare Festival and “Stephen 
Foster - the Musical” have 
also been around for decades. 
The former, located in Louis¬ 
ville, is the country’s oldest 
free festival dedicated to the 
famous playwright, and the 
latter, based in Bardstown, 
celebrates the composer of 
our most famous song, “My 
Old Kentucky Home.” 

Another famous “home” 
worth taking in is the restau¬ 
rant where Colonel Sanders 
perfected his original recipe 
for Kentucky Fried Chicken. 
It’s located in Corbin and 
has been remodeled to mir¬ 
ror what it looked like when 
he manned the kitchen in the 
1940s. 

Kentucky is used to hav¬ 
ing the eyes of the world on 
it in May, when the Kentucky 
Derby is run, but a couple of 
major events are planned for 
August as well. This year, 
the PGA Championship, one 
of professional golf’s four 
majors, will take place at Val¬ 
halla in Louisville, and three 
years from now, on August 
21, 2017, Hopkinsville will 
be the focal point worldwide 
for a major solar eclipse. 

If you would like to 
know more about some of the 
events I’ve mentioned, the 
state’s tourism website is a 
great place to start. It can be 
found at www.kentuckytour- 
ism.com. There are many 
tourism activities locally as 
well across Fleming, Ma¬ 
son, Bracken and Robertson 
counties. You can contact 
tourism officials in each to 
learn more about what they 
have to offer.

• Remember that motor¬ 
ists often have trouble seeing 
motorcycles and reacting in 
time.

• Use reflective strips or 
decals on your clothing and 
on your motorcycle. 

• Be aware of the blind 
spots cars and trucks have. 

• Flash your brake light 
when you are slowing down 
and before stopping. • If a 
motorist doesn’t see you, 
don’t be afraid to use your 
horn. 

Dress Safely 

• Wear a quality helmet 
and eye protection. 

• Wear bright clothing 
and a light colored helmet. 

• Wear leather or other 
thick, protective clothing. 

• Choose long sleeves 
and pants, over-the-ankle 
boots, and gloves. 

• Remember - the only 
thing between you and the 
road is your protective gear.

• Constantly search the 
road for changing condi¬ 
tions.

Time to think 
about Coggins 
test for horses

From 4-H shows to 
Keeneland and Churchill 
Downs racing, spring ushers 
in a wide variety of horse ac¬ 
tivities in Kentucky. It’s also 
a good time to think about 
updating your horse’s Cog¬ 
gins test. 

A Coggins test is done 
to determine if your horse 
has equine infectious ane¬ 
mia, more commonly called 
swamp fever. EIA is a seri¬ 
ous condition, and horses liv¬ 
ing in or entering Kentucky, 
must get tested every year. 

All horses must be test¬ 
ed using an official test ap¬ 
proved by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Your 
local veterinarian can help 
you get your horses tested. 

For more information 
on Coggins testing or other 
equine-related topics, con¬

The Bracken/Mason/ 
Robertson County Farm Ser¬ 
vice Agency is currently con¬ 
ducting sign-up for the Live¬ 
stock Indemnity Program 
(LIP) to eligible producers 
who suffered losses in calen¬ 
dar year 2012. 

LIP provides compen¬ 
sation to eligible livestock 
producers who have suffered 
livestock death losses in ex¬ 
cess of normal mortality due 
to adverse weather and at¬ 
tacks by animals reintroduced 
into the wild by the federal 


government or protected by 
federal law, including wolves 
and avian predators. LIP pay¬ 
ments are equal to 75 percent 
of the market value of the ap¬ 
plicable livestock on the day 
before the date of death of the 
livestock as determined by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Eligible livestock in¬ 
cludes: Beef cattle, Dairy 
cattle, Bison, Poultry, Sheep, 
Swine, and horses and other 
livestock as determined by 
the Secretary of Agriculture 

Applicants must provide 
adequate proof that the eligi¬ 
ble livestock deaths occurred 
as a direct result of an eligible 
adverse weather event for 
which benefits are being re¬ 
quested.
